The above was the utterance of 
James N. Barnes, one of the most 
brilliant and distinguished representa­ 
tives ever elected to congress by the 
Democrats of Missouri; and it has 
been handed down from his time as a 
truism, with reference to appropria­ 
tions and expenditures. 
This statement might at this time 
be further reinforced by adding there­ 
to the maxim that when appropriations 
tor the support of the government arc 
passed with practical unanimity by 
congress, it is safe to assume that they 
contain no elements of jobbery or 
dishonesty. 
At the session of congress just clos­ 
ed, notwithstanding the appropriation 
bills were passed under circumstances 
affording the greatest possibl - latitude 
for discussion, it was a subject o( 
comment that they were passe.J almost 
absolutely without opposition from the 
minority, with a single exception, to 
Which I will refer later. 
The appropriations made at fhe first 
session of the 57th congress, recently 
closed, aggregate in round numbers 
$800,000,000, including $50,130,000 for 
an isthmian canal. 
For purposes of 
comparison that sum should be deduct 
cd from the grand total. 
It is for a 
great, momentous project, designed for 
the upbuilding of American commerce 
and for our public defense. Both polit 
leal parties are committed to it Ll 
their platform declarations. 
In the beginning of our national his 
tory the appropriations for the sup 
port of the federal government wen 
all carried in a hill of less than a 
dozen lines, and were expressed in th* 
most general terms. 
The natural ten 
dency of the representatives of th - 
people in congress in later years has 
bei n to particularize and to express 
in detail all appropriations of public 
money, on the theory that publicity 
and express details serve to promote 
careful and safe administration of the 
sums voted. 
As a result the exptndi 
lures of the government are now au 
thor I zed in fourteen regular annual ap­ 
propriation bills, in addition to certain 
other expenditures, such as interest on 
the public debt and provision for tin 
finking fund, provided for by perma 
m o t statute. 
Among these regular annual appro­ 
priation hills, pass; d during the recent 
session. I will first refer to those that 
make reductions, as compared wltb 
the appropriations of the preceding 
session. 
Bills Sh ow ing Decreases, 
Tho army appropriation hill shows a 
most gratifying reduction of $24,203, 
912, made possible by the wise ad 
ministration of t£e war department in 
reducing 
the army within the las! 
twelvemonth from 77,287 men to 00,497 
men. 
Tho fortification hill shows a redue

This la 
the hill that provides for the expenses 
ot the agricultural department, which 
has been extending its scope and use­ 
fulness in fostering aud upbuilding the 
agricultural interests of the country. 
The diplomatic and consular bill 
shows an increase of $108.496—a sum 
inconsequential when considered in 
connection with the rapidly expanding 
commercial interests of our country 
with every part of the habitable globe. 
The District of Columbia r.ppropria 
tion bill, which provides for the na­ 
tional capital, shows an increase of 
$45,257. 
The legislative, executive and Ju 
dlei.il hill shows an increase . f $803,- 
412. 
This bill provides for the salary 
rolls of all of the executive depart- 1 
meats of Washington, the Judicial sal 
aries, and various other office and rou­ 
tine expenses of the national govern­ 
ment.

This aggre­ 
gate also includes $4,272,239 for re­ 
funding the states moneys “xpended 
in raising troops to suppress the war 
of the- rebellion; and of this sum 
$635,859.29 cornea to the state of In- , 
diana. 


W here Dem ocrats Opposed. 
Among the other Important Item* 
included amoug deficiencies was a sum 
of $500,000 “for the proper shelter 
and protection of officers and enlisted 
men of the army of the Uulted States 
lawfully on duty In the Philippine Is­ 
lands, to be expended In the discre­ 
tion of the president." Of all the vast 
sums properly and necessarily appro­ 
priated during the session, this patri­ 
otic item alone seems to have pro­ 
voked the substantial oppoatti hi of the 
Democratic members of the house. 
Arter protracted and acrimonious de­ 
bate. a rollcall was had. and every 
Democrat hut seven recorded himself 
in opposition.
